Meeting starts at 7:00: Please sign in by 7:00. We will start out with 15 minutes to visit and give everyone a chance to 
get signed in and make sure that we can see each other. It will probably take a few minutes to resolve any technical 
issues so that everyone can watch and participate. 

Program starts at 7:15: Larry Mann will give a program on Spokane Postal History from 1898 to 1918. Spokane grew 
from a city of 19,922 in 1890, to 36,848 in 1900, and to 104.402 in 1910. Until 1898, Spokane was a small enough city 
that mail could be processed using only hand cancels. The first machine cancels arrived in Spokane in 1898, with fast- 
er types being added every few years as the quantity of mail handled by the Spokane post office increased. At first, 
one post office served the entire city. Between 1905-11, seven new stations were added to serve the growing city. 
Covers will show the different types of machine cancels, station and branch cancels, and illustrated corner cards from 
businesses , organizations, and individuals who sent mail.
